First emerges an orange 
pylon. A few minutes lat¬ 
er, a tire is brought to the 
surface. Finally, a rusted 
oil drum pops above the 
water. 

All of this trash came 
from the waters near Black 
Rock Beach in Point Pleas¬ 
ant Park yesterday morn¬ 
ing, as about 10 members 
of the Canadian navy based 
in Halifax spent roughly an 
hour cleaning the area’s 
shoreline. 

This was done to help 
promote the TD Great 
Canadian Shoreline 

Cleanup, which runs na¬ 
tionwide for eight days 


starting Saturday. 

At least 13 locations in 
the Halifax Regional Munic¬ 
ipality will take part, in¬ 
cluding Black Rock Beach, 
where about 200 people are 
expected to 
participate 
Saturday be¬ 
ginning at 10 
a.m.

Aquarium, which is heavily 
involved in this event. 

“But last year, Canadians 
took out over 80,000 kg. of 
trash out of shorelines, wa¬ 
terways and oceans.

The trash 
item found 

most often dur¬ 
ing cleanups 
like these is cig¬ 
arette butts. 

Last year’s 
cleanup saw 
over 270,000 
cigarette butts get collect¬ 
ed. 


“I don’t know why it has 
become that way, but it’s 
just common place to flick 


the butt once you’re fin¬ 
ished with it,” McDermid 
said. 

“But cigarettes are ex¬ 
tremely toxic to the marine 
environment and to any an¬ 
imals that might ingest 
them.” 

This shoreline cleanup is 
in its 15th year and all 
garbage collected is brought 
to the Vancouver Aquari¬ 
um, where data is compiled 
to help find out where the 
debris is coming from. 

Over 70,000 Canadians 
are expected to take part, 
with 900 people already 
registered throughout 
HRM. 

Other cleanup locations 
include Rainbow Haven 
Beach, Sullivan’s Pond and 
DeWolfe Park in Bedford.

investigation Police have 
identified the woman who 
died after an ambulance 
left Highway 103 during a 
routine patient transfer 
Wednesday morning. 

Fifty-three-year-old Kim 
Linette Baker, of New Ger¬ 
many, died at the scene af¬ 
ter the am¬ 
bulance 
swerved 
across the 
highway and 
rolled into 
the woods 
near Hub¬ 
bards. 

She was 
being trans¬ 
ported from 
Halifax to 
Bridgewa¬ 
ter’s South 
Shore Re¬ 
gional Hospital. 

Police still don’t know 
what caused the crash. 
Conditions were excellent 
at the time. 

After surgery on 
Wednesday, the two para¬ 
medics on board were in 
better condition yesterday. 

“They’re both stable, 
one is fair, the other’s in 
good condition,” said 
Emergency Health Servic¬ 
es spokesman Paul May¬ 
nard. 

“Looks like they’re both 
going to be (in hospital) 
for another day or two.” 

Maynard said both para¬ 


medics are in their mid- 
20s. Each suffered a bro¬ 
ken leg along with a series 
of bumps and bruises. 
Maynard said they had 
both been on the job for a 
few years. 

The driver was pinned in 
the ambulance for some 
time and was eventually 
freed with the jaws of life.

Asking price for 33-storey residence not disclosed

If you need a 100-metre 
concrete rocket in 
southend Halifax, today's 
your lucky day. Dalhousie 
University has put its 
fabled Fenwick Place on 
the market. 

The university decided 
to sell the 33-storey mono¬ 
lith earlier this year and fi¬ 
nally put it up for sale this 
week. 

“We’ve been reviewing 
our residents’ needs, and 
what we want to do is 
bring our students closer 
to the main campus,” said 
Dalhousie spokesman 
Charles Crosby. 

Crosby said the 400 stu¬ 
dents living in the resi¬ 
dence needn’t worry about 
getting tossed out, as their 
leases will be honoured 
and they will be assigned 
other places in residence 
next year. 

Crosby said Fenwick’s 
downtown location will 
fire the imagination of 
some lucky developer. 

It could be turned into 
an apartment complex or a 
privately-run university 
residence. 

Those hoping to swim in 
the skies will be disap¬ 
pointed, however. Legend 
has it the big building has 
an empty pool on the up-

permost floor. 

Empty, because the 
builder realized too late 
that if it was filled with wa¬ 
ter, it would come crashing 
through the lower 32 
storeys. 

“I’ve been through that 
building, and I think I 
would recall a pool,” Cros¬ 
by noted dryly. “I’m pretty 
sure that’s not the case.” 

Dalhousie paid $5 mil¬ 
lion for the tower 35 years 
ago. 

Seller DTZ Barniclce says 
it’s had offers, but nothing 
concrete. And the price 
tag? They’re keeping mum 
for now, noting there isn’t 
a comparable building in 
the city. 

Student Mathew Glin 
moved into Fenwick a few 
weeks ago. While unim¬ 
pressed with the “anti-sui¬ 
cide” mesh over the bal¬ 
conies, he said it’s a fine 
place to live. 

“It looks like it should be 
condemned on the out¬ 
side, but inside, it’s quite 
nice,” Glin said yesterday. 

Asked if he would buy it, 
Glin declined to put in an 
offer.

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High blood pressure 
common Down East

High blood pressure is the 
leading risk for death in 
the world, and Atlantic 
Canadians are especially 
vulnerable. 

Dr. Norm Campbell, one 
of Canada’s leading ex¬ 
perts on hypertension, is¬ 
sued that warning yester¬ 
day ahead of a public lec¬ 
ture in Halifax put on by 
the Heart and Stroke Foun¬ 
dation. 

About 95 per cent of peo¬ 
ple will develop hyperten¬ 
sion, which happens when 
too much pressure is put 
on blood as it circulates 
the body. 

“People tend to not get a 
lot of physical activity. We 
eat unhealthily, drink too 
much, put on extra body 
weight and live in stressful 
circumstances,” said 
Campbell. These risks are 
even higher in the East. 

“It’s something people 
and governments in At¬ 
lantic Canada need to take 
a closer look at,” he cau¬ 
tioned. 

Take a walk to the fruit 
market on your lunch 
break and you’ll be well on 
your way to combating hy¬ 
pertension. One of the 
worst offenders is salt 
added to prepackaged 
food. 


Under pressure 

• Blood pressure is meas¬ 
ured by two numbers: when 
your heart beats (systolic) 
and when it refills with blood 
(diastolic). Hypertension suf¬ 
ferers have numbers of 
140/90 or higher. 

Britain compels food 
manufacturers to include 
salt levels on the packag¬ 
ing and has run a public- 
education campaign about 
the risks. 

“In Canada, we started a 
similar effort a year and a 
half ago,” Campbell said. “I 
think education is a criti¬ 
cal element.” 

In fact, in the 1990s, he 
said, Canada was 
“mediocre” on treating hy¬ 
pertension, but now it is a 
world leader. 

People with high blood 
pressure often don’t even 
know it, so Campbell rec¬ 
ommends frequent testing. 
It’s usually done at the doc¬ 
tor’s office, but can also be 
done at pharmacies or 
with nurses. 

You can even buy your 
own machine or aslc your 
workplace to install one as 
part of a worlcplace-well- 
ness plan. 

“In Calgary, the fire halls 
are open for people to get a 
blood-pressure measure¬ 
ment,” he notes. 


Half of Canadians would pick 
cellphones over coffee: Poll 


buying Almost half of 
Canadians who own cell¬ 
phones say they’d rather 
go without their daily java 
than give up their mobile, 
a survey of 1,003 Canadi¬ 
ans showed. Despite an ad¬

At least 20 people blocked 
access to a house in Cape 
Breton Wednesday after¬ 
noon, keeping firefighters 
at bay while the scene of a 
grizzly murder burned to 
the ground. 

“Firefighters were kept 
away until the house was 
totally engulfed in flames,” 
RCMP Sgt. Mark Gallagher 
said. 

“The only thing they 
could do afterwards was 
douse the homes next to 
it.” 

The crowd also kept 
RCMP from reaching the 
home, though Sgt. Gal¬ 
lagher said it was a bit of a 


moot point, considering 
police don’t fight fires. 

Chapel Island fisherman 
Edwin Marshall, 35, was 
found stabbed to death 
outside the house last 
weekend. 

He’d been living with his 
ex-girlfriend in the home. 
Sgt. Gallagher said she 
wasn’t inside and has left 
the area since the slaying. 

A member of the Chapel 
Island First Nation commu¬ 
nity, Logan Curtis Paul, 20, 
has been charged with sec¬ 
ond-degree murder.

Sophocleous, who works 
out of the North Division 
office, is credited with sav¬ 
ing a family of six from a 
house fire in North Sydney 
on July 6, 2005. 

No one was hurt in the 
fire, which was reported at 
5:20 a.m. 

Sophocleous said he was 
on King Street when he 
was tipped off by a passer¬ 
by who smelled smoke on 


Peppett Street but couldn’t 
see a fire. 

“I went down High 
Street and I had a choice to 
go left or right, and I decid¬ 


ed to go left — I don’t 
know, maybe it’s because 
I’m left-handed. 

“When I went down Pep¬ 
pett there was fire shoot¬ 


ing out of both sides of the 
house.” 

Sophocleous attempted 
to alert the family to the 
fire by banging on the 
door. He later tried to kick 
in the back door when no 
one answered his calls, but 
it was made of unbreak¬ 
able glass. 

“I near kicked the door 
down.” said Sophocleous. 
“I could see the kids’ shoes 
and sneakers at the bot¬ 
tom of the steps.” 


A woman finally came to 
the door and said four chil¬ 
dren were in the house, 
who at the time ranged in 
age from two to 11. 

Sophocleous said smoke 
was already curling on the 
ceiling. 

After quickly grabbing 
three children from up¬ 
stairs and waking the 
woman’s partner, they pro¬ 
ceeded to save the sleeping 
toddler.

Despite his job’s unsafe 
reputation, Ottawa sex 
worker Nico Little has nev¬ 
er felt endangered by his 
clients. 

Ironically, it’s the Canadi¬ 
an laws surrounding prosti¬ 
tution that make Little feel 
leery. 

“We demand safer work¬ 
ing conditions, we demand 
labour rights, we demand 
human rights and we de¬ 
mand to be recognized as 
members of the communi¬ 
ty in which we live and 
work,” said Little, a mem¬ 
ber of Prostitutes of Ot¬ 
tawa/Gatineau Work Edu¬ 
cate and Resist (POWER). 

Dozens of people, includ¬ 
ing sex workers and their 
allies, rallied on Parliament 
Hill to improve the rights 
of the country’s sex work¬ 
ers last night. Led by POW¬ 
ER, the group is calling on 
the government to decrimi¬ 
nalize sections 210 to 213 
of the Criminal Code. 

Lee Allard, a support 
worker with the AIDS Com¬ 
mittee of Ottawa, came out 
to show her support yester¬ 
day. 

“I have friends and col¬ 
leagues that are sex work¬ 
ers,” she said. “The more 
people support this, the 
more this will be heard.” 

Sex workers are living 
and working under laws 
that criminalize them, re¬ 
stricting their access to po¬ 


lice protection, said Chris 
Bruckert, a former sex 
worker, member of POWER 
and a University of Ottawa 
professor. 

Sections of the Criminal 
Code make it illegal for 
workers to communicate 
services, to be found in a 
bawdy house, to be trans¬ 
ported to work, to work in 
their homes and to share 


an income gained through 
prostitution with a spouse. 

“Sex workers are not in¬ 
decent and sex is not inde¬ 
cent,” Bruckert said. 

Perpetrators of crimes 
against sex workers know 
they can get away with it 
because Canadian laws of¬ 
fer no protection, said Kath¬ 
leen Cummings with the 
AIDS Committee of Ottawa.

Dion promises $70B over 10 years for infrastructure

Liberal Leader Stephane 
Dion unveiled plans to 
spend $70 billion over 10 
years on Canada’s aging 
infrastructure in a 
commitment hailed as 
“groundbreaking” by the 
country’s municipalities. 

“Our cities and commu¬ 
nities are facing an infra¬ 
structure deficit that is af¬ 
fecting Canadians’ quality 
of life (and) economic 
prospects, as well as 
threatening our environ¬ 
ment, our water, our 
sewage system, our energy 
grid, our roads and 
bridges,” Dion said. 

Surrounded by Liberal 
candidates from in and 
around Toronto, Dion said 
the $ 70-billion investment 
will go toward building 
and upgrading strategic in¬ 
frastructure, creating an 
$ 8-billion national transit 
strategy, developing a 
small communities fund, 
improving border cross¬ 
ings and sports and recre¬ 
ational facilities — all 
while helping to create 
jobs. 

The president of the Fed¬ 
eration of Canadian Munic¬ 


ipalities, on Parliament 
Hill yesterday to demand 
all federal parties make an 
urban strategy a centre¬ 
piece of their election plat¬ 
forms, applauded the plan 
as groundbreaking. 

“It’s good news. It’s a 
good example of the tools 
we need to turn the tide of 


the $12 3-billion infrastruc¬ 
ture deficit,” said Sher¬ 
brooke, Que., mayor Jean 
Perrault. 

The Liberals would fi¬ 
nance the plan by divert¬ 
ing any portion of annual 
budget surpluses above $3 
billion to infrastructure 
and creating a special in¬ 


frastructure bank to make 
available low-interest loans 
for infrastructure projects 
such as regional energy 
grids or high-speed rail, 
Dion said. The bank’s rev¬ 
enue would be generated 
in part from the sale of tax- 
free green bonds.

Halifax 

It's been a bit of a dull election 
so far — but Halifax was hop¬ 
ping this week with leaders 
stopping by our seaside town 
with big promises in their 
pockets.

Liberal Leader Stephane Dion 
promised $900 million for cat¬ 
astrophic drug coverage — 
and a few more shekels for 
health care, too.

Montreal 

The battle will be epic in Que¬ 
bec. The Bloc Quebecois are 


slightly ahead in polls with 33 
per cent support, but the Con¬ 
servatives at 31 per cent could 
win a lot more than the 10 
MPs — out of 75 — they cur¬ 
rently have. A University of 
Quebec in Montreal expert 
thinks Stephen Harper's Con¬ 
servatives could have 12 extra 
seats in Quebec. Liberals are 
out in many regions. But once 
again, a Conservative govern¬ 
ment may be lacking an MP 
from Montreal.

Stephen Harper's continuing 
bid for an image makeover 
with female voters made a pit 
stop, appropriately enough, at 
an Ottawa spa this week.

Economic standstill 


economy Most of the 
world's developed

A “damaging global reces¬ 
sion” could still be avoided, 
but any recovery would 
likely be gradual and public 
funds may be necessary to 
safeguard the financial sys¬ 
tem, said John Lipsky, first 


deputy managing director 
of the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund, said in a speech 
to the Center for Strategic 
and International Studies. 

Lipsky said more finan¬ 
cial institutions will fail, 
while he stressed that a sys¬ 
temic failure must be avoid¬ 
ed. 

The slowdown in devel¬ 
oped countries should help 
contain inflation and the 
IMF believed monetary poli¬ 
cy was broadly appropriate 
across most advanced 
economies, but there was 


scope for both the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank and the 
Bank of England to lower 
interest rates, Lipsky said. 

In emerging economies, 
most countries could take a 
“wait-and-see” approach on 
interest rates, although 
some were still grappling 
with serious inflation risks 
and their monetary policy 
should have a tightening 
bias. 

Lipsky said so far emerg¬ 
ing markets have been rela¬ 
tively insulated from the fi¬ 
nancial turmoil. reuters

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Top bankers 
meet to talk 
credit rescue 

Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney huddled yes¬ 
terday afternoon with a 
group of top Canadian 
bank executives in a 
closed-door, 90-minute 
meeting in Toronto as part 
of a feverish effort to 
mend money markets frac¬ 
tured by America’s crum¬ 
bling financial sector. 

Just 12 hours earlier, the 
world’s biggest central 
banks had joined forces to 
pump a staggering $180 
billion U.S. into the global 
financial system in a bid to 
resuscitate banlc-to-banlc 
lending which had once 
again seized up following 
this week’s historic shake- 
up on Wall Street. 

Concerned that the lend¬ 
ing rate had surged to a 
seven-year high, the Feder¬ 
al Reserve made the funds 
available to other major 
central banks to lend to 
their local commercial 
banks in a bid to get U.S.

His career spanned eras, 
bridged west and east, and 
delighted our fans. But his 
life transcended sport, be¬ 
cause the young man who 
came here from Pennsylva¬ 
nia grew into a true Cana¬ 
dian hero — a role model 
who often towered above 
the rest, and yet remained

Huskies not taking Mounties lightly

It sure is easy to fall into a 
trap of complacency 
against the Mount Allison 
Mounties. Remember 
them? The guys who used 
to get blown out a bazil- 
lion to nothing? 

The Saint Mary’s Huskies 
learned last year the Moun¬ 
ties aren’t those guys any¬ 
more, as the squad from 
Sackville, N.B., came with¬ 
in a hair of pulling off one 
of the greatest comebacks 
in Atlantic University Sport 
history. 

The Mounties rallied 
from 35-0 and 45-15 
deficits to come within a 
field goal of overtime in a 
55-52 loss. 

“Last year’s a perfect ex¬ 
ample of what happens 
when you let up and you 
don’t come prepared,” 
Huskies fourth-year run¬ 
ning back Allistair Blair 
said. “We definitely can’t 
afford to do that this year. 
We can’t take this game 
lightly.” 


In other words, you can’t 
head downtown to cele¬ 
brate after the first quarter 
of tonight’s 7 p.m.

Dynamic fifth-year re¬ 
ceiver/returner Gary Ross 
is the focal point of the 
Mounties’ attack, as he al¬ 
ways seems to have the 
ball and has a conference- 
best 533 all-purpose yards. 

“He’s gonna make 
plays,” Blair conceded. 
“You know the ball’s 
gonna go to him. All you 
can do is try to contain 
him, but you can’t stop 
him. He’s a phenomenal 
athlete.” 

With star quarterback 
Erik Glavic a game-time de¬ 
cision as he recovers from 


knee surgery, the running 
game will be vital to the 
Huskies’ attack. Already 
the Huskies have rushed 
for a conference-best 583 
yards, dwarfing their unin¬ 
spiring passing attack of 
246 yards . 

Blair leads the way with 
295 yards on 33 carries, in¬ 
cluding 223 in last week¬ 
end’s win over the Bish¬ 
op’s Gaiters. 

Blair credited the offen¬ 
sive line for opening up 
holes, while Glavic, who 
has had a front-row seat 
for the Huskies’ first two 
games, has sat back and 
enjoyed the show. 

“I’m not needed,” Glavic 
said. “With or without me, 
we could just run the ball 
every single game and win 
games.” 

Regardless of how it gets 
done, improving to 3-0 is 
key. 

“It will give Erik more 
time to get healthy,” Blair 
said. “We’re slowly rising, 
and with Erik in there, 
we’re a completely differ¬ 
ent team. We’re just trying 
to buy time for Erik.”

This film is a tribute to all 
those little forgotten peo¬ 
ple in every monster 
movie — all those “Igors.” 
You know, like when the 
mad scientist says: “Igor, 
pull the switch!” 

We are in the land of 
Malaria. Every year all the 
mad scientists gathered to 
present their latest evil cre¬ 
ation designed to wreak 
havoc on the world. 

Our hero (Igor, of course) 
has always wanted to be a 
mad scientist “but since I 
was born with this hunch 
on my back, I was sent to 
Igor school to be trained as 
an assistant.” 

The animated Igor (a la 
Shrek) is a very funny 
movie. It may appear to be 


a cartoon for the kids, but 
the dialogue is quite so¬ 
phisticated and a delight 
for adults as well. Especial¬ 
ly adults who have grown 
up watching all those hor¬ 
ror films from James 
Whale’s original Franken¬ 
stein to Mel Brooks’ Young 
Frankenstein — and every- 
thing in between. 

John Cusack is the voice 
behind Igor while Molly 
Shannon plays his monster 


creation Evil — who does¬ 
n’t quite get the concept 
and prefers to be a gentle 
giant named Eva. 

Igor is furious when an 
accidental brainwashing 
(watching James Lipton’s 
Inside the Actors Studio) 
turns Eva in an actress. 
“You made my monster an 
actress?” he asks incredu¬ 
lously, as if this is the 
greatest insult he can 
imagine.

feature If Shia LaBeouf has 
learned one thing, it’s that 
if Steven Spielberg asks 
you to star in a movie, you 
say “yes.” 

That was the case for the 
22-year-old actor and direc¬ 
tor D.J. Caruso, after Spiel¬ 
berg hatched the idea for 
Eagle Eye. 

“He initially wanted to 
direct it,” says LaBeouf re¬ 
cently in an interview, ex¬ 
plaining that his role was 
also originally tapped for 
Tom Cruise. Instead, Spiel¬ 
berg got distracted with 
the fourth Indiana Jones 
movie — which also co- 
starred LaBeouf. 

“It went to me and D.J.,” 
he said about the director, 
who also worked with him 
on Disturbia. “So, it was 
kind of beautiful that way.” 

Spielberg’s original con¬ 
cept was born years ago 
when the auteur wanted to 
address society’s obsession 
with technology. 

In the thriller — it hits 
theatres next Friday — 
LaBeouf plays Jerry Shaw, 
an innocent slacker who 
receives a strange call on 
his cellphone. He is sudden¬ 


ly thrust into the middle of 
an international conspira¬ 
cy, manipulated by a face¬ 
less enemy with full control 
over just about anything 
plugged in. 

“When this idea first 
popped into Steven’s head, 
it was 10 years ago; it was a 
sci-fi idea and now it’s not a 
sci-fi idea. It’s a realistic 
thriller and the fact that 
your conversations can be 
listened to and recorded in 
so many facets, it’s scary,” 
says LaBeouf. 

“People think that actors 
get followed around by pa¬ 
parazzi and that’s terrify¬ 
ing. What they don’t real¬ 
ize is that everyone is be¬ 
ing followed. That’s hap¬ 
pening now, that’s not a 
sci-fi idea, that’s the way 
the world is.” 


Robert McKee might add 
that there’s another prob¬ 
lem with technology. Re¬ 
cently, the screenwriting 
guru blasted the use of cell¬ 
phones in movies, saying 
that the technology “takes 
away a possible source of 
conflict — the difficulty of 
communicating.” 

While LaBeouf relates, 
he says Eagle Eye also 
hopes to debunk that theo¬ 
ry* 

“What (we’ve) done with 
advancements of technolo¬ 
gy is move people away 
from each other,” LaBeouf 
adds. “Once human inter¬ 
action is gone completely, 
the world gets really 
weird, really fast and that’s 
the world that we live in 
and this movie is turning 
that on its head.”

Anjelica Huston may have 
never worked with screen 
legend Humphrey Bogart, 
but in her new dark come¬ 
dy Choke, she may have 
found the next best thing. 

“Sam (Rockwell) has this 
unconventional beauty and 
it has eveiything to do with 
soul,” observes Huston dur¬ 
ing a recent interview in 
Los Angeles. “In that way, 
he’s very relaxed like Boga¬ 
rt; he has a rakish charm 
that seems to occupy its 
own time and it’s an easi¬ 
ness and an affability that I 
really find attractive.” 

If any living person 
knows what Bogart was 
like, it’s Huston. After all, 
her father — John Huston 
— directed Bogey in six 
films including, The Mal¬ 
tese Falcon. 

Indeed, it’s partly that 
esteemed lineage that’s de¬ 
veloped the actress herself 


into a respected thespian 
with a knack for meaty 
roles like the one she plays 
in Choke, a dark comedy 
based on the hit novel by 
author Chuck Palahniulc 
(Fight Club). 

“I think Chuck writes a 
really interesting charac¬ 
ter,” says Huston. “They’re 
a little surreal, his charac¬ 
ters. (My character) Ida, in 
particular, has several lay¬ 
ers of surreal mysteries 
even unto herself — cer¬ 
tainly a great many that 
she’s hiding from her 
adopted son, Victor Manci- 
ni.” 

Played by Rockwell, Vic¬ 
tor Mancini is a sex-addict¬ 
ed, colonial theme park in¬ 
terpreter who willfully 
chokes in restaurants to al¬ 
lure rich patrons to rescue 
him. Huston plays his 
Alzheimer’s-afflicted moth¬ 
er who, despite being a 
neglectful idiosyncratic 
matriarch most of her life, 
still possesses her son’s de¬ 
votion. 


“I think so much of 
Chuck’s work is about 
love. It’s a demented kind 
of love, but it certainly 
runs both ways. It’s not all 
on (Victor’s) part; she de¬ 
sires him as much as he de¬ 
sires her, but unfortunate¬ 
ly, she’s not a very well 
person.” 


She may not be well, but 
she is just the type of char¬ 
acter that fits Anjelica Hus¬ 
ton perfectly. 

In fact, she earned an Os¬ 
car in 1986 as a vengeful 
mob daughter in Prizzi’s 
Honor. 

It’s the more quirky, ec¬ 
centric matriarchs of The 


Darjeeling Limited and 
Choke — in theatres next 
Friday — where Huston’s 
star is shining brightly 
these days. 

“Thank you,” laughs 
Huston at the compliment. 
“I’m not a mother in life, 
but maybe I am an eccen¬ 
tric.”

When pop goes political 

Campaign theme songs help candidates plug platforms and promises

By my reckoning, this is 
only the fifth time since 
Confederation that Canadi¬ 
an and American federal 
elections have run more- 
or-less concurrently (1900, 
1908,1988,2000 and 2008). 

Not only are we being 
bombarded with policies, 
platforms and promises, 
some of our favourite 
songs are being presented 
in a new context: The 
campaign theme song. 

Back in the olden days, 
political parties simply 
wrote new words to stan¬ 
dard favourites (Dixie, Yan¬ 
kee Doodle and even, be¬ 
lieve it or not, O Tan-

nebaum) to suit their cam¬ 
paigns. Brass bands and 
drum corps were pressed 
into service wherever the 
candidate showed up to 
make a speech or kiss a 
few babies. Song sheets 


were distributed to the 
crowds who were invited 
to sing along. 

The hope was that the 
lyrics might sear the issues 
of the election into their 
brains and that through 
song, enthusiasm for the 
candidate and the party 
might build. 

Today, that’s too much 
work, so candidates adopt 
verbatim versions of popular 
tracks. And while most peo¬ 
ple think this is a fairly re¬ 
cent development, it’s not. 

The borrowing of pop 
tunes for political purpos¬ 
es goes back at least as far 
as 1928 when New York 
Governor A1 Smith used a 
song from the 1890s called 
Sidewalks of New York in 
his battle against Herbert 
Hoover. FDR, looking to 
boost the spirits of Depres¬ 
sion-battered America in 
the election of ’32, co-opt¬ 
ed Happy Days Are Here 
Again, a 1929 hit by Leo

Reisman and his Orches¬ 
tra. Since then, it’s essen¬ 
tially been the unofficial 
theme song of the Demo¬ 
cratic Party. 

While John F. Kennedy 
used Frank Sinatra and 
High Hopes to beat Richard 
Nixon in 1960, politicians 
slipped back into the old 
ways for 1964 when both 
Lyndon Johnson and Barry 
Goldwater had songs com¬ 
missioned especially for 
them. Same with Nixon in 
’68, who used Nixon’s the 


One, written by the guy 
who scored Peter Pan on 
Broadway and an NBC TV 
executive. 

It wasn’t until George 
McGovern ran against 
Nixon in ’72 that a pop 
song was again adopted for 
a political campaign — al¬ 
though why the Democrats 
chose the downbeat Bridge 
Over Troubled Water by Si¬ 
mon and Garfunkel is be¬ 
yond me. No wonder 
Nixon won in a landslide. 

In 1976, Gerald Ford and 
Jimmy Carter went at it 
with cheesy commissioned 
themes that didn’t do much 
to inspire the electorate. It 
wasn’t until an ex-actor 
from California showed up 
in 1980 that things began to 
get really interesting.

Last Sunday’s Mad Men 
also picked up, with al¬

for the second season, so 
let’s hope that this mo¬ 
mentum won’t end up be¬ 
ing scuttled by AMC’s deci¬ 
sion to rerun the Three 
Sundays episode this Sun¬ 
day, a curious move that’s 
apparently meant to drive 
Mad Men fans to the Em¬ 
my Awards broadcast, 
where the show is expect¬ 
ed to add to the four Cre¬ 
ative Emmys it won last 
weekend. 

Its main competition is 
HBO’s historical miniseries 
John Adams, but the AMC 
show is pulling strong 
odds to be the first non-

the best drama award, at 
least according to a 
Reuters story this week. 

Mad Men is nominated in 
six categories, to be an¬ 
nounced during a show 
jointly emceed by all of the

Seacrest and Heidi Klum. 

The executive brain trust 
at AMC seem to be making 
the assumption that their 
viewing habits match 
those of Mad Men viewers 
— a telling but probably 
ridiculous 
leap of logic 
that says 
chapters 
about the cu¬ 
rious mindset 
of the enter¬ 
tainment in- 
dustiy. It’s es¬ 
pecially 
galling since 
the next episode of Mad 
Men is titled Six Month 
Leave, an obvious refer¬ 
ence to the sabbatical Eliz¬ 
abeth Moss’ Peggy had to 
take from her new job at 
Sterling Cooper after giv¬ 
ing birth and having a 
mental breakdown. 

AMC is obviously treat¬ 
ing this little interregnum 
as a mini version of those 
mid-season breaks that 
shows like Battlestar Galac- 
tica and Lost have taken — 
breaks that have 


never 

done favours for the shows 
in question, and which 
seems terribly ill-advised 
for a show just starting to 
pick up the sorts of num¬ 
bers that have never really 
matched up with its deliri¬ 
ously positive reviews. 
Hell, I write about this 
stuff for a living and I’ve 
never willingly sat through 
an Emmys broadcast, un¬ 
less my wife was lying and 
I really wasn’t running 
naked through the High 
Park deer pens during my 
blackouts.

Halifax is known for hav¬ 
ing thriving music and 
filmmaking communities.

Spicy Jamaican 
Barbecued Chicken 

Because the flavour of 
chicken is mild, it benefits 
from a tasty baste when 
barbecued. 

INGREDIENTS: 

8 chicken drumsticks or 
thighs, about 670 g, skinned 
Lime wedges to garnish 

JAMAICAN BARBECUE BASTE: 

4 tablespoons extra virgin 
olive oil 

1 onion, very finely chopped 

2 garlic cloves, finely chopped 
1 red chili, seeded and finely 
chopped 

1/2 teaspoon ground allspice 
1/4 teaspoon ground 
cinnamon 

Grated rind and juice of 1 
lime 

METHOD: 

1. To make the baste, heat the 
oil in a small frying pan over 
medium-low heat. Add the 
onion, garlic and chili and 
cook, stirring frequently, for 
about 10 minutes or until the 
onion is softened and starting 
to brown. Transfer to a large 
shallow bowl. Add the spices 


and the lime rind and juice, 
and stir well to mix. 

2. Make a few shallow slits in 
each piece of chicken, then 
add to the bowl. Turn the 
pieces to coat thoroughly 
with the baste, rubbing it into 
the slits in the meat. Cover 
and leave to marinate at room 
temperature for 1 hour or in 
the refrigerator for up to 24 
hours. 

3. Preheat barbecue to medi¬ 
um heat. Remove the chicken 
pieces from the marinating 
baste and barbecue them for 
20-25 minutes, turning and 
brushing frequently with the 
baste, until cooked all the 
way through. 

4. Serve the chicken hot, gar¬ 
nished with the lime wedges.
